Science Agency, 
Said Needed To 
Tab Manpower 


CHICAGO, Oct. IO—Dr. Henry 
T. Heald, president of Illinois In­ 
stitute of Technology, has called 
for establishment of a national 
scientific manpower agency to 
halt misuse of technical and en­ 
gineering personnel. 
Heald, who last week accepted 
the chancellor’s post at New 
York university, attacked Selec­ 
tive Service policies and warned 
that the United States may soon 
be faced with a shortage of sci­ 
entifically-trained men. 
In his annual report to the 
board o f trustees, the out-going 
president termed current m an­ 
power policies “ never well-de­ 
fined” and 
“ often 
badly exe­ 
cuted.’* 
Heald noted with great 
con­ 
cern the grow ing decrease in en­ 
gineering 
and 
science 
enroll­ 
ment. He pointed out that on 
the basis of present freshmen 
and sophomore enrollment only 
17,000 engineers will be graduat­ 
ed in 1954 compared to the post­ 
war peak of 50,000 last year. 
Heald said this coming lack of 
technicians is a serious threat to 
the defense effort and added that 
no solution is in sight. 
Heald told the trustees that a 
national technical agency would 
help m atters because it “ could 
assign its personnel to military’ 
or 
other 
governmental 
needs 
| much more effectively than Se- 
, lective Service.”

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THE VIGIL 
AFTER much learned cogitation, mixed 
with consideration of diplomatic niceties, 
heraldic and other experts on General Eis­ 
enhower's staff have devised a flag and a 
shoulder patch for SHAPE. The initials 
SHAPE stand for Supreme Headquarters, 
Allied Powers. Europe. 
The flag and patch, in green and gold, 
are to bear the Latin motto “ Vigilia Pret- 
ium Libertatis” —in effect, “ Vigilance Is 
the Price of Freedom.” 
In more familiar form, the English apo­ 
thegm “ Eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty’’ is ascribed to an Irish patriot, 
John Philpot Curran, who first used the 
phrase in 1790, revising it to its present 
form in 1808. 
As heraldic phrases go, that is not old. 
The motto of the United States of Ameri­ 
ca, “ E Pluribus Unum,*’ meaning, “ From 
many, one,” is said first to have appeared 
in Gentleman’s miscellany in 
1692. 
In 
another form it goes back to St. Augustine. 
There couldn’t be a more suitable motto 
for the principal nations of the free world 
than one which emphasizes vigilance. If 
out of that vigilance comes strength, per­ 
haps each of our lives can relax a bit, in­ 
stead of being, as now, one long vigil. 


BOUNTY ON PREDATORS 
TAKING his cue from laws which pro­ 
vide bonuses for the elimination of preda­ 
tors in the animal kingdom, Representative 
Shafer of Michigan 
proposes a 
similar 
measure to eliminate unnecessary federal 
employes as a step toward economy. He 
would pay bureau heads $500 for every per­ 
son removed from their payrolls. 
Representative Shafer points out that 
farmers have long had the protection of 
state bounty laws which provide a financial 
incentive for getting rid of noxious animals 
or birds of prey that destroy crops or farm 
animals. He would apply similar measures 
to noxious human beings who prey on the 
public payrolls. 
The need for reducing civilian federal 
payrolls has been widely acknowledged, 
but they have continued to grow and grow 
and grow. The cost of the civilian payroll 
has now passed $8 billion a year. Shafer ad­ 
mits there are thousands of necessary fed­ 
eral employes who are conscientious and 
capable. But there are other thousands 
who have nothing to do, who waste time.

I recently received a letter from a young 
man who critically made the point that 
Americans do not like a person who hits 
below the belt. He was referring to Sen. 
Joe McCarthy. 
The logic of his position is that a man 
has a moral right to change his mind, his 
associations, his partisanships and his re­ 
ligion. None of us is perfect and our mis­ 
takes are numerous. They often s t r i k e 
1 back at us when we can least afford it. 
I 
Our problem, however, is to go over the 
past that we may be wiser in the future; to 
study and document the Soviet infiltration 
into the American government. It would 
even be of advantage to discover if other 
(governments have done the same. That is 
why I favor investigation into the Chinese 
(both groups), French, B r i t i s h , Arab, 
South American and other foreign lobbies 
that may attempt to influence American 
public opinion. Let us have the entire pic­ 
ture clear once and for all time. 
It is for this reason and not to pillory in­ 
dividuals that the investigations of the Mc- 
Carran committee are important. 
For instance. Elizabeth Bentley testified 
that Gregory Silvermaster, who had been 
in the Farm Security Administration and 
the Board of Economic Warfare, was in 
her espionage group when she was a Rus­ 
sian agent. Here is a telling colloquy:
